T h e P r e s e n t D e fe n se le ss 
C o n d itio n o f 
S an F ra n c is c o . 
New Y o r k , May 4th.—The Herald this 
m orning gives a page to show that a foe 
could force its way into San Francisco 
from the sea w ithout difficulty. Chile. 
China or Japan could sweep the Pacific 
coast w ithout check at any point. 
They have ships fit for work, and we 
have neither ships nor guns to oppose 
them . Three hundred millions of dollars 
could be taken out of San Francisco, and 
as m uch more out of other cities. 
From a point far Heyond the effective 
reach of the guns on shore an arm ored 
ship with ten-inch guns could drop shells 
iu the center of the Pacific coast metropo* 
lis. Even if the guns in the forts were of 
the best and most powerful types, capable 
of keeping a fleet outside ot the Golden 
Gate, San Francisco would still be at the 
enemy's mercy. 
In 
ninety-six 
hours, 
with 
average 
weather, a battle ship can steam from V an­ 
couver to the Golden Gate, and, with or 
w ithout one persuasive shot, could loot the 
wonderful city by the sea. 
From the sonth a Chilean squadron 
could rush up suddenly, getting coal easily 
and by a dozen devices which the subtle­ 
ties of international law could not m ake 
illegal, and then with a broadside aimed at 
first so as to scare badly and harm the 
least, calm ly demand by this persuasion a 
sight-draft ransom beggaring the country 
from 8itka to San Diego and from Bangor 
to Key W est. 
’ 
General Howard is quoted as say in g : 
“San Francisco bay could be entered even 
now bv an im mense fleet w ithout any m a­ 
terial opposition. The city and surround­ 
ing towns conld be shelled, communication 
with the interior shut off and irreparable 
loss sustained by the destruction of our 
m ilitary stores at Mare Island and Benicia. 
Surely, it is the part of common sense to 
make preparations for such a contingency; 
the coast defenses are as im portant as fire 
insurance. The estim ate in one of m y re­ 
ports for San Francisco defenses was about 
$23,000,000. T hat was the aggregate.” 
Senator H earst is quoted as favoring the 
construction of both battle ships and land 
fortifications. 
Senator Squire says : “ The idea of our 
great cities being at the mercy of one ar­ 
mored war vessel is hum iliating.” 
Representative Clunie, of San Francisco, 
says: 
“ We have $60,000,000 in the sub­ 
treasury at San Francisco, and don’t know 
how a foreign country conld be prevented 
from coming in and taking it. 
If it was 
demanded we should hand it over sooner 
than stand a bom bardm ent.” 
Representative Morrow of 
California 
says : “ I favor the construction of a suffi­ 
cient num ber of ships to defend our coast. 
The cost, so long as wastefulness does not 
ensue, should not be considered.” 


C O N G R E SSIO N A L P R O G R A M M E . 


T h e T ariff’ D e b a te 88111 O p en T h is W e e k 
In E a rn e s t. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 4 th —The tarifi de­ 
bate will open in dead earnest in the 
House this week, probably W ednesday, and 
will last a week at least. 
No lim it has yet 
been set upon the general debate, but a 
resolution is likely to be passed during the 
week fixing the lim it of the debate. 
The Repnblicans talk about lim iting it 
to a week, and the Democrats generally 
w ant two weeks 
' 
In the Senate the formal announcem ent 
of the death of 8enator Beck will be made 
to-morrow by Blackburn, and brief funeral 
services will be held in the Senate Cham­ 
ber Tuesday afternoon. 
The Jones silver bill is unfinished busi­ 
ness for W ednesday, bnt the debate on it 
may be postponed if there is any probabil­ 
ity that the Republican caucus can reach an 
agreem ent on the silver question, which is 
very doubiful. 
As m atters stand now it 
looks as though the Senate will go into the 
silver debate w ithout caucus action bind­ 
ing the R epublicans and finally dbss sub­ 
stantially a free coinage or free bullion pur­ 
chase bill. 
In the Honse the silver question will be 
overshadowed for a week or two by the 
tarifi bill discussion. 


C O L O R A D O 
M O RM O N S. 


S an L u is T a lle y to b e C o n v e rte d I n to a 
S eco n d S a lt L a k e . 
P u e b lo (Col.), May 4!b.—A rum or is be­ 
ing circulated in the San Luis valley that 
“ the Mormons have captured La Jara.” 
The Mormons have for years had settle­ 
ment* there, which have been gradually 
becoming more and more populous. 
Usu­ 
ally when a trainload of new emigrants for 
Salt Lake arrive here one or two carloads 
are switched off for La Jara. From that 
point they go to the country in the east 
part of the valley, their town of Richfield 
being situated one mile from La Jara, San­ 
ford three miles east, Manassa nine miles 
southeast and Morean six miles northwest. 
The Colorado Mormons pretend to be 
monogamists and opposed to polygamy,

flowed in or along a wire, and too many 
students grew to thiuk of it almost as a 
fluid. 
To those wont to depend slavishly 
on hydro-dynamicanalogies it is rather a 
rude shock to realize that in very many 
cases we should pay far less attention to 
electrical disturbances in the conductor

THE MARSHALL MONUMENT, 


By the unveiling of the 
monument 
erected to the memory of M arshall, the 
discoverer of gold in California, and the 
delivery of the structure w ith its fine 
bronze figure of the rugged old pioneer to 
th e State, California has done honor to 
th e man whom fortune so favored as to 
relate inseparably to an event th at gave 
an em pire of strength to the Union of 
A m erican States. 
The erection of the 
m onum ent was a fitting thiDg for the 
State to do, and no one regrets the out­ 
lay for the purpose. 
The m onum ent is 
enduringly constructed, and as long as 
granite and bronze will resist the action 
of the elements the pile will 
rem ain 
sentinel over the spot where the shining 
ore was first taken from the Pactolean 
stream th a t by the yielding of its treas­ 
ured secret turned the attention of the 
world to the Pacific Slope, and made 
possible w hat we who enjoy this incom­ 
parable heritage now possess—a 
State 
than which there is not one fairer, more 
full of promise, or richer in all th at goes 
to make up the sum of hum an satisfac­ 
tion. 
The people of l ’lacerville and of Colonia, 
a n l indeed of E l Dorado county as a 
whole, have from the tim e the monument 
was proposed been active in the m atter of 
securing the erection of the statue of 
M arshall. 
It was not the selfish interest 
of having the 6tatue set up in their 
county that moved them to such indorse 
ment, but a sentim ent as commendable as 
the scheme for erecting the monument was 
praiseworthy. 
E l Dorado is th e county 
th a t embraces the territory w ithin which 
M arshall made his discovery; it was the 
scene of the earliest m ining enterprise; it 
was for some years the very heart of the 
State th at sprang from the discovery of 
gold; it had given to the State some of 
th e ablest men and most energetic citi­ 
zens; it is historically more intim ately 
and rom antically related to the pioneer 
history of California—of the era imme­ 
diately following the discovery of gold— 
than any other section. 
I t was a nat­ 
ural 
and 
a most praiseworthy senti­ 
m ent, 
thereore, 
th a t 
actuated 
the 
people of 
E l Dorado to approve the 
proposition to have a statue of M arshall 
set upon one of the hights overlooking the 
spot where the yellow grains first revealed 
them selves to hum an 
sight. 
And Ei 
Doradoans have reason to be proud of the 
success th a t has attended the promotion of 
th e scheme. 
T hai there was not a large 
representative attendance of people from 
all over the State present upon the occa­ 
sion of the unveiling of the statue of 
which they are so justly proud, is sin­ 
cerely regretted. 
E l Doradoans had made 
every preparation to accommodate many 
visitors, and had manifested a broad spirit 
of hospitality and a fine degree of State 
pride, 
and 
anticipated 
haring 
seme 
hundreds of representative people from 
abroad to witness the ceremonies. 
But 
while many reasons combined to prevent 
the fuil realization of th eir hopes in that 
direction, the people of the county were 
present in ample number, and worthily 
and enthusiastically represented the whole 
people in this notable State ceremonial. 
A ll reports run to the effect th at they 
honored the State and themselves on the 
occasion referred to, and in that fact the 
people who wished to attend, but could 
not, find profound satisfaction. 
There should 
be other monuments 
erected in this State, of a historical char­ 
acter. There are other counties within 
whose confines are historic spots that 
should be marked by enduring piles of em­ 
blematic granite and marble and graceful 
figures of bronze. 
In Monterey the old 
fort of Fremont has crumbled away; one 
lone gun, rusted and fallen from its 
mountings, alone signifies where the “P ath­ 
finder” made a famous stand. 
In Sacra­ 
mento county the last relics of Sutter’s 
Fort are fast disappearing, and if there 
shall not be restoration of the old fort, 
there should at least be a monumental 
stone to tell by its inscription that here 
the walls of that historic structure once 
stood. 
In San Francisco there are sev­ 
eral spots that should be occupied for 
monumental puqioses to distinguish fa­ 
mous dates and scenes in the eventful his­ 
tory of the State. 
In Sonoma, Santa Clara 
and other counties are localities where en­ 
during landmarks might well he raised to 
speak to coming generations of the infancy 
of California. 
Every monument raised, 
every bit of chiseled marble or storied 
bronze set up to honor valor, scholarship, 
heroes, benefactors and statesmen, or record 
histoiy or mark the scenes of great events 
aids in refining the tastes of the people 
and in cultivating State pride. 


TH E FUTURE OF HYPNOTISM. 


Hypnotism is presenting itself more and 
more prominently to the public mind, and 
what is notably peculiar about it is that 
the subject is not becoming clearer by any 
means. Recently some very important ex­ 
periments in the science—shall it be thus 
dignified?—were made in the presence of 
the medical staff of the largest hospital of 
Paris, the Hotel Dieu. 
Professor Bern- 


Vieim was invited to be present and con­ 
duct the tests. H e came from Nancy for 
that purpose, and wo are assured that he 
was eminently snecessful in demonstrating 
to the assembled scientists and dignitaries 
that the claims for hypnotism are real. 
The report of the experiment thus con­ 
tinues : 
The Professor, by conclusive experiments up­ 
on subjects who were awake and others who 
were hypnotized, proved that what is here 
called “la suggestion,” ¡s the starting point of 
all these phenomena. To the surprise of every 
one, with marvelous 
faculty the operator 
showed that In a large number of persons they 
could be made by "suggestion” to perform or­ 
dinary acts or even abnormal ones. In particu­ 
lar, the patients bore false witness in a most re­ 
m arkable way—a fact which some students of 
the theory of crime were not slow to notice. The 
company who witnessed the experiments in­ 
cluded M. Alexandre Dumas, Dr. Charcot and 
MM. Couturier, Guillot and Doppfer, Jnget d’ 
Instruction. The last asked for a detailed re­ 
port upon the question as it may concern the 
commission of crime, in the hope probably that 
it m ight tend to elucidate recent mysteries, the 
theory being that a criminal might be the irre­ 
sponsible agent of another mind. During the 
proceedings M. Alexandre Dumas was asked 
whether he was not tempted to dramatize the 
phenomena of “suggestion.” He replied that it 
was nearly impossible to put on the stage an 
actor who would demonstrate the successive 
mental changes from the natural state to the 
condition of “suggestion” unless the artist was 
himself transformed. 
The chief interest in the subject, and 
upon which it is not as yet at all clear, at­ 
taches to the inquiry and its line of sug­ 
gestions, by the Judge referred to. Can 
hypnotic subjects be required to commit 
crime? If so, to what extent are the 
mass of men subject to the influence of the 
hypnotic operators? 
How far is this 
potent influence likely to enter into the 
realm of volition, and deprive men of free 
will ? In short, must not the law soon 
recognize this wonderful power, and pro­ 
vide for the involvements it will bring 
about, if men and women can be made to 
act involuntarily in criminal directions. 
It is easy to understand that actual crim­ 
inals will seek presently to screen them­ 
selves behind hypnotism, pleading the ab­ 
sence of the essential element of crime, 
intent. How. in such cases, are we to de­ 
termine the untruthfulness of the pleas, as­ 
suming all the while that involuntary ac­ 
tion is possible as suggested? Shall, then, 
the burden of proof be upon the prisoner ? 
If so, what must be the character of the evi­ 
dence that should be deemed conclusive ? 
These are very important questions and 
they will continue to be, until it is estab­ 
lished that people cannot be controlled as 
suggested. 
But Professor Bernheim has 
shown that they can lie so controlled to 
the extent of making them commit perjury. 
W hat it to be the future of hypnotism ? 


APRIL WEATHER. 


MONTHLY METEOROLOGICAL SUMMARY 
OF THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


THE 8FRING MEETING. 


There were several reasons why the re­ 
cent stock exhibition and round of speed 
contests, though draw ing better than any 
previous spring meeting, were not still bet­ 
ter attended in this city. 
The season has 
been a trying one for one thing, and 
money was not so free th at it could be 
easily commanded. The meeting was held 
in the m idst of the picnic season, when 
there was unusual call for the apportion­ 
ing of leisure tim e among the members of 
the family, and the same conditions pre­ 
vailed generally throughout the State, 
preventing a large attendance from abroad. 
But Sacramento contributed very liberally 
in money and her attendance was good, 
and better proportionally than th at of any 
other section, all m atters of distance and 
cost being taken into account. 
But there 
were other reasons for there not being a 
“jam .” 
The single admission, w hile justi­ 
fied by the attractions of the meeting, was 
deemed by the people too high, and 
w hether it was or not, th a t judgm ent by 
the people m ust be accepted. 
Then, too> 
every other day races were not pleasing to 
those from a distance, and w hile it is true 
th at young stock must have resting time, a 
classification m ight possibly have been 
made th a t would have given every day 
purses 
and have grouped the untried 
horses, and the better stables have been 
brought into contests between themselves. 
But after all this has been said, the season 
was a success and was adm irably man 
aged, reflecting great credit upon the State 
Board of A griculture, and justifies th at 
body in announcing, as it is hoped it will, 
another spring meeting. 


T h e women of Philadelphia some time 
ago entered into a scheme for the solution 
of the question of the domestic service 
question. 
To th a t end they established a 
cooking school for the free training of 
worthy girls and a school of housewifery 
also, where all the common arts of house­ 
hold economy can be learned. The schools 
have been splendidly attended, and un­ 
questionably have 
done 
an 
immense 
amount of good. 
B ut alas for the hopes 
of the Philadelphia women—no sooner do 
they get a girl thoroughly well trained for 
housewifery arts than she marries, and 
such is the demand for this class of wives 
th at the supply falls far short. 
N othing 
more em phatically indorses the position 
assumed in these columns recently than 
this. 
T hat is to say, the need of the hour 
is th a t our girls should be taught the 
housewifely arts, and th a t they he dis­ 
couraged from crowding men at good 
wages out of employment, as they are now 
doing, and, as we believe, to the injury of 
both sexes. 
I t is a well-known fact th at 
the average m arrying young man does not 
seek for his wife the woman in busi­ 
ness, and for the very best of reasons. She 
is not, as a rule, trained to be the head of 
a household, and by reason of her habit 
and her associations, is not inclined toward 
domesticity. The young man understands 
this perfectly, and he acts accordingly. 
We would not limit the capacity of woman, 
or put a solitary restraint upon her free­ 
dom of action that common propriety does 
not demand. But it is because we believe 
that the drift of the present tendency is 
towards an independence in women which 
will result 
disastrously to the homes 
of the land 
that we insist that pa­ 
rents are doing their daughters a woful in­ 
jury by putting them into business voca­ 
tions instead of domestic training. 
If this 
drill of the day continues it may not be a 
great while before we return to those abo­ 
riginal conditions in which woman was 
the hewer and burden-bearer and man the 
looker-on and the lord of the realm with­ 
out other labor than that of the chase. 
Of course, this is stating the case strongly, 
but we subm it that whoever studies the 
displacement that is going on in business 
and the trades, and the disinclination to 
make daughters skilled in housewifely 
arts, must, if unprejudiced, foresee the 
time when our women will mostly, outside 
of the wealthy classes, be found at work 
in factories, stores, offices and markets, 
filling the ranks of the lighter trades and 
pushing men from labor and ability to earn 
a wage sufficient for support of a family. 
The tendency discourages that domesticity 
which, whatever sentiment may be trum­ 
peted to the contrary, must largely rest 
upon a degree of dependence by the wife 
upon the capacity of the husband to earn 
outside of the household, and udou de­ 
pendence on his part upon the wife to 
manage the economies and administer the 
affairs of the home.

The Pacific Coast Division of the Signal 
Service D epartm ent sends the following 
sum m ary for the past m o n th : 
' The weather during April presents few 
m arked features. The m onth has been one 
with few rainy days and no severe storms. 
Rain fell in Oregon and W ashington on 
the 2d, 4th, 5th, 6tb, 7th. 11th, 17th and 
18tb; in N orthern California on the 6tb, 
17th and 18th, and in Southern California 
on the 18th. Local showers also fell in 
N orthern California on the 29th and 30th. 
The mean m onthly tem peratures at re­ 
porting stations have* been slightly higher 
than usual, the least departures from nor­ 
m al tem peratures occurring in Southern 
California. 
The rainfall for the m onth has been defi­ 
cient in all the Pacific States, being least in 
Southern California and greatest in the 
northern qnarter of the same State. 
The following table shows in detail the 
rainfall at selected stations for m onth and 
season:

TWIN 
PEAKS. 


S enator S tanford W ill P ro b a b ly M ake 
A n o th er D onation. 
I From the San Francisco Chronicle 1 
A conversation which took place at a 
small breakfast party in Senator Stanford’s 
city residence a few weeks since will in the 
near future lead to the city being made the 
recipient of a tract of land to be developed 
into a recreation ground and public park. 
At the table were the Senator and his 
wife and their guest, O. Livermore, Mr. 
Stanford’s real estate agent in this city.;The 
conversation turned on a tract of land 
which the Senator owns surrounding the 
Twin Peaks and extending w ithin a short 
distance of the southeasterly extrem ity of 
Golden Gate Park, the whole tract being 
about 200 acres in extent and sitnated at 
the north end of the old San Miguel 
Rancho. W hen asked w hat disposition he 
intended m aking of this tract, the Senator 
replied that it was his intention, first of all. 
to beautify and lay it out and then to deed 
it to the city. 
Maurice Dore, the pioneer real estate 
agent of 412 Pine street, showed a Chron­ 
icle reporter yesterday a petition signed 
by Stanford, the Spring Valley W ater 
Works and the Charles Crocker estate, and 
addressed to the Board of Supervisors. In 
the1 petition the advisibility of exlending 
Market street to the eastern line of the Lin­ 
coln road is advocated. 
he 
“ I am holding back this petition,” 
said, "until I see how the Supervisors 1 
going to treat the petition of the Market- 
street Extension Im provem ent Club, and 
if I find they treat it favorably then I am 
authorized by Senator Stanford to hand in 
this petition anti acquaint them with his 
intention w ith regard to the Twin Peaks 
tract of land. 
“ If M aiket street is extended to Lincoln 
road it will then border directly on Stan­ 
ford's property, and I presume in im prov­ 
ing his tract he will build a road through 
the proposed park to connect directly with 
one of the Golden Gate Park drives, so that 
the public can drive directly from one 
park into the other. 
I am informed bv 
Colonel Livermore that Mrs. Stanford ex­ 
pressed her wish to build a magnificent 
museum on the top of one of the peaks, 
in which is to be stored a collection of 
all kinds of Pacific coast curiosities. 
On 
the other peak she suggested erecting a 
statue of Sir Francis Drake, representing 
the adventurer in his ship entering the 
Golden Gate. 
“I have also here, w hiih I will now show 
you, a separate petition, drawn up bv 
Adolph Sutro, in which he advocates a dif­ 
ferent proposition with regard to the ex­ 
tension of Market street. 
His idea, as you 
see. ia to extend the street to the Corbett 
road, and thence in a northwesterly direc­ 
tion straight through to the park. At pres­ 
ent we have only Golden Gate avenue and 
a very poor meandering drive from the city 
into the park, but by Mr. Sutro’s proposi­ 
tion we can have a boulevard on a level 
grade running straight out from Market 
street, via the Corbett road, to the park. 
However, you can just add this, that unless 
this m atter is taken up heartily by the citi­ 
zens and by their mouthpieces, the press. I 
will just consign all these papers to the 
stove. Now is the tim e to do this, as at 
present there are but three houses on tlie 
line of the proposed extension to either the 
Lincoln or the Corbett roads, while in a 
year or two hence that part of the city will 
be well built over, and the city will be 
mulcted to an enorm ons expense to make 
the extension. Stanford’s proposition will 
take several years to perfect, but he has 
promised to take bold of the m atter as soon 
as he returns from W ashington and gets a 
little liberty from his university, Palo Alto 
and other schemes. If the m atter is taken 
up now Mr. Sutro and the two other prop- 
erty-bolders in the 8an Miguel rancho will 
be only too glad to deed to the city, free of 
charge, sufficient land to make the exten­ 
sion.” 


W hy Salm on T ake F lies. 
Discussions are going on all the time in 
regard to the reasons for the salmon taking 
the flv; 
All the books printed for several 
centuries almost universally assert they 
take it in sport, play with it. It is as­ 
tonishing how little is known of the habits 
of a fish seen daily by thousands during the 
weeks and months it is running up the 
fresh-water rivers. If anyone will sit on a 
rock and cast a fly, and bring a salmon to 
his feet, he will see that he takes it in an­ 
ger, that his eye will be like a coal of fire, 
and a tiger ready to strike his prev will 
not indicate more fury. 
His appearance is 
precisely that of a rattlesnake in the act of 
defending himself. 
His gills, and eyes 
alike, a burning red. I have often brought 
one to my feet, so that my Indian could 
gaff him, before he struck the fly, and 
have seen this exhibition of anger again 
and again, and so intense that he never 
noticed me or my rod till the fly pricked 
him. The knowledge of this fact will ac­ 
count for many peculiarities about fly­ 
fishing. 
Anyone not skillful enough to 
entice a fly to his feet can easily verify 
this by watching a salmon while his com­ 
panion casts a fly at him, and see the in­ 
difference he may show to it for a time, 
and finally be provoked into making a rush 
at it in a state of absolute frenzy. This is 
why they so often come short of the fly, 
but when they are excited and angry i t ' 
will take a smart angler to get his fly ' 
away.— Forest and Stream.

Captain Norris O’Neill, of the Oakland 
baseball aggregation, has, daring his ca­ 
reer on the California diamond, frequently 
disgusted the spectators by his hoodlumish 
actions. 
Heretofore audiences have contented 
themselves with occasionally hooting and 
jeering at the leather-lunged ball-tosser. 
M any times right here on the Sacram ento 
diam ond O'Neill has conducted him self in 
a m anner which im parted anything but an 
elevating tone to the national game, but 
still the forbearing public put up w ith 
him —it was more than they would have 
done tor a Sacramento player. It was be­ 
cause he was a visitor, perhaps, that he was 
not run off the diam ond long ago. 
B ut O’Neill, rather than take a h in t in 
tim e and m end his ways, only became the 
more obnoxious. 
In yesterday’s game a t Snowflake Park 
the first real opportunity this season pre­ 
sented itself to O’Neill to again exhibit his 
ruffianism. 
All through the early innings he was 
noisy, and in several ways managed to 
show his disrespect toward the new um ­ 
pire. H . Clay Chipm an. H e evidently had 
an idea that the latter was a “ hayseed,’’ 
and one who would allow him self to be 
imposed upon w ithout uttenng a word ot 
remonstrance. 
But in this he was m istaken, as subse­ 
quent events proved. 


HE GBOW6 INSULTING. 
It was during the sixth inning, and the 
Oaklands were at bat. O’Neill took his 
usual place on the third-base coachingline 
and began to howl. Presently he turned 
his rem arks from the base-runner on first 
base to H arper, the Sacram ento pitcher. 
This is against the rules of the game, and 
H arper protested to the um pire. 
The 
latter advised H arper to “go ahead and not 
m ind him .’’ 
The game then proceeded 
until two Oaklanders were on the bases— 
one on second and the other at third. 
O’Neill was becoming more and more of­ 
fensive, but the spectators were given a 
tem porary relief by the noisy captain being 
caljed to bat. O’Neill reached first safely, 
filling the bases. Then he resumed his 
how ling and offensive rem arks. Umpire 
Chipm an warned him to desist, but it only 
m ade him worse. The um pire then fined 
him $5. 
O’Neill laughed defiantly at Chipm an, 
and asked him if he did not think himself 
“ a little god.” 
Chipman put another five- 
dollar fine on him , but with no effect other 
than to elicit more rowdyism from O’Neill. 
The audience hissed the Oaklander and de­ 
m anded that he allow the game to proceed. 
M atters quieted down a little then. 
McDonald, who was at bat, hit an easy 
grounder to Daly, which the latter fielded 
handily to Reitz at second, thus putting out 
O'Neill, and then Reitz attempted to put 
the ball to first, in order to shut out Mc­ 
Donald, thus m aking a double play. But 
just as he was about to throw the ball, 
O’Neill, who was running full tilt for sec­ 
ond, 
deliberately 
collided 
with Reitz, 
knocking the ball out of his hand and pre­ 
venting the play.

O'Neill did not object to this, but wanted 
a run counted for the m an who had come 
in from third. 
Chipman refused to allow 
it, and O’Neill grew riotous. H e called the 
um pire a thief and various other choice 
thin¿'j and finally wound up by applying a 
v ile ^ j -Ixjit, which caused Chipman to lose 
his tem per. Chipm an struck at O’Neill, 
and the latter clutched the um pire's throat. 
Several of the Sacramento and Oakland 
players ran toC hipm an’s rescue, but offered 
no violence to O’Neill, merely pulling him 
away from Chipman.

thoroughly 
aroused and confusion reigned. 
Cries of "K ill 
h im !” 
“ Mob h im !” 
“ Throw him o u t!” etc , came from ull 
sides, and an ominous crowd began jum p­ 
ing over the fence and advancing toward 
the Oaklander. 
Things were looking rather serious for 
Mr. O’Neill. 
In another m om ent the crowd would 
have surrounded him , but police officer 
Stafford ruBhed to the rescue and quickly 
hustled O 'N iill off the diamond. 
The hooting crowd followed, and the 
gates had to be locked in order to keep 
them from following the officer and his 
prisoner outside the grounds. 
O'Neill was placed in a carriage and 
taken to the city prison, where a charge of 
disturbing the peace was placed against 
him . 
W ith great presence of m ind, Manager 
Robinson, of the Oakland team, ordered 
his men to go ahead with the ganfe—Cobb, 
the pitcher, taking O’Neill’s place as short­ 
stop.

If she shows up this year, although she 
may not low er‘Maud’s record, she will 
probably be left in M arvin’s charge for an ­ 
other year, and be brought back to Califor­ 
nia for another winter. She is num ber 
one, out of nine, on the list to go East to­ 
day; the second, Palo Alto, 2:121, is a brill­ 
iant example of Senator Stanford’s thor­ 
oughbred theory. As a four-year old he 
made an Eastern trip, losing one race 
against aged horses in 2:192, 2:191 and 2:20, 
and winning eight others against aged 
horses with heats split up. and obtained a 
record of 2:201, which he last year lowered 
to 2:132 at Stockton, and 2:124 at the Trot­ 
ting Horse Breeders’ meeting, and finally 
at Napa lowered it to 2:121 with two 
breaks: the phenomenal performance of 
the stallion folly w arrant the belief tbat 
the stallion record will assuredly be low­ 
ered by him . 
“Pato Alto has not been in strict training 
this season, but looks the picture of health, 
and Mr. Marvin said that his foot had not 
bothered him in the least since last fall 
Gertrude Russell, 2:234, full sister to Palo 
Alto,is a very neat.y turned bay mare, with 
beautiful action and in good trim for a 
journey, being much fitter than either of 
the cracks. 
Marvin says that when he re- 
tarns, people will not be talking altogether 
of Palo Alto and Sunol, for Gertrude will 
lower her record at a clip that will astonish 
everyone, and, if looks go tor anything she 
should go down very low in the teens.

L o n d o n , May 4th.—To-day’s labor dem ­ 
onstration in H yde Park was a magnifi­ 
cent success, and excelled in poiDt of 
num bers and orderly enthusiasm all the 
working class gatherings since the great 
reform assemblage in 1860. It was a splen­ 
did organization. The different sections 
taking part in the processions brought to­ 
gether in the park half a m illion people, 
who met and went through with their 
business and disnerssd w ithout a single in ­ 
cident occurring of a disorderly character. 
The leading sections were the Trade Coun­ 
cils. which included eight groups, repre­ 
senting the leEther trades, m etal workers, 
and shipping, clothing, printing, paper and 
building trades. These bodies, in which 
were num erous related trades, mustered in 
the specilied districts of the metropolis 
early in 
the 
forenoon, and 
marched, 
headed by their leaders and with bands 
and banners, toward the Tham es em bank­ 
m ent, the central point whence the m ar­ 
shalled array was ordered to start for the 
park. 
The gigantic procession moved off at 3 
o’clock amid tnunderous cheers and the 
blending of the music of m any bands. 
A loD g the route toward the Park were also 
special processions, some of which swelled 
the em bankm ent columns, w hile others 
marched isolated toward the platform cen­ 
ters. 
The total nnm ber taking part in the vari­ 
ous processions is estimated at 170,000, and 
they were alm ost lost in the vastness of the 
assemblage gathered around the thirteen 
platform s upon which the labor-day advo­ 
cates held forth. 
After the paradera had formed around 
the 
platforms, 
speaking 
commenced. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock resolutions dem and­ 
ing eight hours as a day’s work were put 
and carried amid the acclamations of the 
m ultitude, and by 5 o’clock, when the pa­ 
radera had reformed in line, the assem­ 
blage began to disperse. 
H alf a million is a moderate computation 
of the gathering, the character of which 
bore everywhere the unm istakable stam p 
of the solid, respectable artisan classes, 
the “rag-tag and bob-tail” being conspicu­ 
ously absent. 
A notable feature was that the bauds es­ 
chewed revolutionary music. The speakers 
included Davitt. Cunningham , Graham, 
Jo h n Burns, Thomas M aun, Benjam in 
Tillett, Mrs. Aveling and A nnie Bisant.

DISAPPOINTED VANITY. 
I 


T h e Im p o rta n ce o f E d u ca tin g C h ild ren 


to B e liev e in th e B rig h t Side o f 


L if e - T h e T ru e S en tim en t. 


Being forced to recognize th e wide spread 
of the evil frame of m ind called pessim­ 
ism, says M ary E. Blake in th e Boston 
Post, one is tem pted to wonder w hether 
this dark and spurious philosophy would 
count so many followers if its name were 
less fine, or the habit of m iad which forms 
it better understood. 
By far the greater 
part of this belief, or w ant of belief—for 
it really attains the dignity of a profession 
of faith—springs from some of the ugliest 
traits th at belong to the ugliest side of 
weak hum an nature. 
I t is the offspring 
of disappointed vanity, of querulous dis­ 
content, of unchristian fault-finding or of 
absorbing selfishness. 
L eiving out the 
few who are led irrevocably by some pe­ 
culiar intellectual twist to form harsh and 
sinister conclusions after close study aud 
m ature reasoning, there are still the many 
who fail into line under the banner of 
those leaders w ithout any settled convic­ 
tions or consciousness of any real feeling 
in the matter. 
W ithout any struggle of soul or wrench 
of conscience, they echo the warning cry 
and th e wail of despair of their leaders, 
never pausing to ask wherefore. 
They 
find fault for the sake of finding fault, 
w ithout caring to know why ; and repro­ 
duce the idiosyncracies, w ithout the vir­ 
tues, of th eir prophets. They are like the 
copyists of Corot, who reproduce the vague 
unfinish of his style, w ith none of the 
mystic atmosphere of airiness and sway­ 
ing motion and soft tangled shadows of 
drooping boughs which make the exquisite 
m arvel of the o rig in al; or the im itators of 
W agner, who flounder amid the great 
master’s discordant harm onies w ithout the 
faintest conception cf the soul which made 
them splendid. 
This being so, would it not be well to 
look toward the early education of the 
child as a means of correcting w hat is be­ 
coming a crying evil in society? 
If the 
larger portion of pessimism springs from 
habit rather than conviction, how easy 
it would be to prevent the formation of 
th at habit by training the yet unformed 
intelligence toward appreciation rather 
than discontent! 
To begin with the man 
or the youth, is to begin fourteen or twen­ 
ty years too late to try to wrench from the 
stubborn soil of nature the weeds we have 
allowed to grow so far unchecked. 
The 
little creature who is encouraged to delight 
in the blue transparency of dazzling sky, 
the glory of summer clouds and autum n 
sunsets, lias aD antidote for the gloom of 
the dark day and discomfort of the rain 
which comes to sadden his young consci­ 
ousness. 
Even more, if we have treated 
him fairly; if we have not striven to im­ 
press him w ith our own prejudices and 
resentments, he will not be saddened or 
frightened at any storm or atmospheric 
phenomenon. 
The thunder, the lightning 
and the tempest can be made as grand and 
beautiful to his understanding as the June 
sunshine. 
I t is we who train him to find 
desolation instead of majesty, and who 
surround his life path with bugbears in­ 
stead of friendliness and love. 
And it is 
w ith the spiritual just as it is with the 
m aterial world. 
The child is prepared to see everything 
at its best. 
Somewhat, but very little, his 
zeal shcuid be tempered. 
H e must be 
taught prudence; he must learn self-denial; 
he must, alas ! be made acquainted with 
pain. 
None of these need in any way con­ 
flict with the sunny outlook from which 
lie views the theater of his future trials 
and trium phs. 
A word or a look will 
teach him to feel the glow of the brave, or 
the thoughtful or the unselfish act, where 
another word or another look would have 
impressed him only w ith the passing an­ 
noyance or pain. 
There is a responsive enthusiasm in his 
nature which is always ready when it is 
touched, and which can be attained by a 
little encouragement for spiritual comfort 
and noble uses through much of the after 
life. 
W hen we have learned to know the 
value of true sentim ent as a factor in the 
strength and happiness of existence we 
will be more careful of the methods by 
which we endeavor to keep it alive in the 
character of the child. 
H e is ready now 
to accept whatever you offer him . ’ P oint 
him to the noble, the beautiful, the tru e; 
fill his mind with reverence, w ith adm i­ 
ration, with delight, instead of allowing it 
to lie tainted already with flimsy dislikes 
and peevish fretfuinesses. 
For, after all, this is the kernel of the 
m atter. 
If the child is allowed to find 
fault w ithout question or comment, from 
forwardness or boldness, or any other 
passing distemper, the wind is being sown 
which shall reap the whirlwind. 
There 
should be no objection allowed unless 
there is good cause for objection, and 
th at unhappy phosphorescent brilliancy 
which sometimes makes th e sharpness of 
the small tongue so pleasing should be 
avoided like an elem ent of discord or of 
death. 
Too often it springs from the de­ 
cay of better things, and the had habit of 
pessimism is one of its lineal descendants. 
For some reason or other we are apt to 
give more weight to the unkiud than to 
the kindly qualities of hum anity. 
The 
opinions of the cynic command more re­ 
spect than 
those of the optim ist; the 
sneer of the scoffer has more effect than 
the smile of benevolence. 
It does not take the child long to realize 
th at his position is stronger in most house­ 
holds for his fits of tem per and unpleas­ 
antness; th at 
where am iability is un­ 
noticed crossness 
producen the 
results 
aimed at, and witli that conviction the 
world has as surely gained a grum bler and 
lost another honest soul as night follows 
day, or tiie (lower hends before the blast 
of winter. 
Only for the unspoiled child- 
natures 
dawn 
shall come again, and 
springtime; 
but for the 
little, discon­ 
tented, 
unhappy, 
fault-finding 
heart, 
drifted by the carelessness of its lawful 
pilots into those dark and troubled waters, 
it would require a miracle such as that 
which raised Lazarus from the dead to 
keep him from going on to the end of his 
days as the unhappy mortal the world 
calls a pessimist.
